National Bank, where the Cashier re-

quired semo one te vouch for him.
It didn't take him mere than a pair of

minutes te hustle Mr. Ed Nash, the Ep-wort- h

merchant, Inte the Bank, who
promptly Informed the Cashier that the
checkhelder wag Mr. Arthur.

Then Mr. Arthur indersod the check
with the name of J. D. Arthur and pro-
ceeded te say that he didn't need all the
money it called for; $200 would satisfy
his present wants, and he would leave
the balance en deposit, asking for a few
blank checks which he could use in
drawing against it.

All this was a very plausible pro-

ceeding, and se natural that It would
disarm the slightest suspicion.

But a little later In the course of the
Bank's business along came another
check with G. W. Stamper's name
hanging te the Southeast corner, and a
comparison of the signatures showed a
healthy difference.
